**A fort -class wigmakcr in 
London couiti cover a wig 
foundation with hair in 15 to 
20 hours (depending on its 
tluVkncsa), but most of diem 
look threr to four days. 

"Some wigs were made on 
the premises by permanent 
staif who were paid so much 
weekly. Naturally, they 
worked far oioic slowly. 
Other wigs were made by 
'outworkers," or people who 
are paid so much per wig. 
They work much faster." 

The normal time quoted 
foT making a customer s wig 
was one month. If her need 
was urgent a firm could 
hurry « through m three or 
femr days. 

"It was about 1963 that 



the idea oi wigs for personal 
use suddenly snowballed in 
London,'' Virginia said. 

"Asian hair was used for 
theatrical hairdressing be- 
cause it was far cheaper and 
coarser, It could take the 
blraching, which made it 
softer to handle. 

"roT prreate wigs we nsed 
European hair, as it u much 
hner and comes in many 
colors, 

"Today, howTvrr, there are 
so many wonderful modern 
methods for sofienjng Asian 
hair that it is used all dvct 
the world for private wigs. 
Also as it b far stronger it 
will sand up to the tearing 
(besides halving the cost), 
whereas European hair is in- 
clined to spin.

ENGLISH 
GARDEN 



EVER since J left 
England, way back 
in the mists and fogs of 
November, I have been 
wondering if I should 
get home in time for the 
dafTodik But Australia 
is a difficult plate to tear 
oneself away from, and 
I am beginning m doubt 
it. 

There may be a few late 
stragglers lingering on under 
the old pear tree, Vtui the 
inqin go] dm harvest will have 
withered and ijonc. 

It may seem foolish, in 
the midst of the floral abun- 
dance cf this extra ordinary 
continent, to be? dreaming of 
daffodils and snowdrops and 
prim roses and all the modest 
flowers of our English spring, 
but T can't help iL 

I am an incurably Eng- 
lish character, for better or 
for worse, and mv garden is 
an essentially English garden. 
Let me tell you a little about 
it, 

We might begin at the 
lily pond, which is where T 
myself began nearly ten years 
a«o. when the garden was 
tffitle more than ■ wilderness. 
It is circled with bricks that 
were made by Daniel Defoe, 
at about the time he was 
writing "Robinson Crusoe " 

You didn't know that 
Defoe had a brick factory? 
Nor did [, till f came 10 live 
j\ RirhmnnH 

Hut he did indeed have a 
little factory on the banks of 
the Thames, and though it 
has long since crumbled into 
dugr, some of ihc houses and 
walls romUurted from his 
bricks are still to be dis- 
covered, if you take the 
trouble. 

1 took the trouble, and 1 
am glad thai I did so, for 
my water-lilies are old- 
fashioned varieties, and Defoe 
•'!•'• • ihem j ii Fit the sci tins 
thai [hey nerd. 

The pond started it all. Ii 
is ban j in the centre, and 
the garden radiates from it. 
and around it, in a series of 
melodic lines. f always 
wanted to be a musician, and 
1 would like to think thai 
this is a musician's garden. 

(A I wig time ago when 
Sir Thomas Bcecham walked

through another garden that 
I'd designed he exclaimed, 
"'This ii sheer Mozart." And 
if that Bounds like blowing 
one's own trumpet, 1 ean*t 
help it J Anyway, die re are 
no ftlraight lines in my gar- 
den, any mote than there 
arc straight lines in Nature* 
It flows, like a piece of 
music. Sume times andante, 
sometimes ailegrft vivar.f, Lur 
always in harmony. 

It is framed ill old brick 
walls, smothered in roses, in- 
cluding, of course, the lovely 
old roses Nuch as violette, 
which was so greatly loved 
by Constance Spry. 

Beyond, the frame lies 
Ham Common, with Rich- 
mond Park in the distance — 
the most beautiful park in 
Kngland, laid out in the 
eighteen ill teniury by the 
fust of the great buadscApe 
artists, who bore the singular 
name of Capability Brown. 

Grey, silver in 
background 

The giant oaks he planted 
are still standing, giving 
shelter on hot days — "when 
there are anyl — to the deer 
who axe one of the parts 
trreal attractions 

My garden is dominated 
by two giant trees. The first 

a coppei beech of iurpu^ 
m% Ixsauty, whose branches 
shadow my bedroom win- 
dow. On stormy nights the 
wind plays the moat excit- 
ing symphonic* in its 
branches — Beethoven, 
Haydn, Schubert, Brahms, 
fl think it Ls best at 
Brahms 

The other tree, an ancient 
walnut, ii also very beauti- 
ful hut not, perhaps so 
melodiouc For in the 
autumn it is an irresistible 
attraction to Ihe squirrels, 
who raid it in the carry 
morning and send fhe nuts 
flying on to the roof of the 
tooishcd + wakintr me up with 
the sound of violent percus- 
sion noises. 

Most of the other tree* and 
shrubs I have planted niy- 
s.rlf. T have over a hundred 
rhododendrons — the rho- 
dodendron is surely ihe 
ouccn of the flowering 
shrubs — including a num- 
ber of the rare yellows, 
ThTr art drills of azalea^

Tu every- 
body's astonishment they not 
only survived hut flourished, 
braving the following winter, 
and putting on so much 
growth in the next year that 
people used lo come and 
see [hern from far and wide, 
pinching the leaves and sniff- 
ing them, as though ihey 
rmddn't believe that ihey 
were real, 

Bui alas, I he next winter 
wna loo much for them and 
today not even a slump 
remain? 

Shall I go on trying? t 
expert so. Like every dedi- 
cated gardener, I love a good 
fight, and it would be infill- 
ing to think that one day. 
in some sheltered corner, I 
might persuade an Australian 
bougainxiTlea to survive, if 
only for u single summer, 
f It ls also highly improb- 
able! J 

But when all ij said and 
done, it is the English flowers 
that I love the best, the 
flowers that ynu might have 
hmrid in Ophelia's garland, 
I In (lowers that thr Knglish 
poets have celebrated. The 
primrcwe^ and the crocuses 
and the lent en lilies. The 
heavily ladt'n blossoms of ihe 
umk urc hards, the wild 
white cherry of the hedge- 
rows, the perennial show^ of 
the |>ear trees. All the gay 
gnlaxy of ihe cotiage gardens 
— the Canterbury belli, the 
flag irises, thr tnadonna tilics. 
All the wildllowerji of the 
woodlands — ithe white 
anemones and the bluebell*, 
that paint ihe shadows wilh 
a Mediterranean blue. 

But mom of all, perhaps, 
daffodil* that — to quote the 
oldest tag in literature — 
"come before the swallow 
dares and take the winds of 
March wilh beauty." 

All the same, you know, 
Shakespeare wan a bit of an 
oplinmi. Wilh the sort tyf 
winter* we've been having 
lately, ihey somemnrj don't 
rome out till April, and they 
may even linger on till May. 
We shall see.

to catch our donkeys. The guide had Jcfr 
us in the mmb&, to lead the beasts onward 
— the next few miles were too steep for 
die donkeys to carry us. The temperature 
on that hill mum have hern 125 degrees, 
and by the time we reached the other side 
the joys of sightseeing had deserted us. 

Back a i the Nile, there was nothing else 
for it but to wet our toes in the muddy 
hut (lowing waters. It wasn't long befure the 
temptation for a iwtm was too strong, but 
with a hundred Arab eye* upon us it had to 
he fully clothed. 

With our dothes clinging to us. we were 
herded back on to the ferry, and made our 
way to the hoLcl for a shower and a cool 
drink. 

Refreshed and revived, four of us took 
one of the hone-driven taxis to the Temple 
of Luxor, built during the reign of Amcn- 
hottp III. It must be one of the wonders 
of the world for its immensity alone. 

The temple was added in hy succeeding 
Pharaoh.% especially by Ramcscs tZ, who 
had many cokissal statues of himself erected 
on the grounds. Great pylons stand 80ft. 
\a\\, and the distance from one side to the 
other is close to iialf a mile. 

We returned to Cairo in an air- 
conditioned sleeper, more expensive than wr 
wanted, but worth every penny. 

In Cairo we stayed at a hotel, explored 
the chy on foot, and bought supplies for 
our journey to the west.

took us a farther 12 mdes, and when that 
ran dry wt . . . stopped. 

The van went on ahead to see what it 
could find, and the rest of us sal on the 
roadside prepared for a long wait. fiut 
luck was with us — half a mile ahead was^a 
petrol pump, the only one within 120 miles. 

On again we came to El Alamem and its 
impressive war memorial cemetery and

On the hradsiunrs are Inscriptions such 
as "They shall grow nnt old as we thai 
are left grow old . . " And one: °ln loving 
memory of a man who knew how (o make 
a woman happy." 

Now it was full speed ahead for the town 



of Sal urn and the gateway to Libya. We 
passed through the town and, thinking we 
still had ten nulcs to go to the border, drove 
on until an explosion sounded in the vmi*i 
engine, and u stopped. 

The car returned to Sal urn for help. 

We found that that small cluster of build* 
ings was actually the Egyptian border pott — 
we had driven past without realising — so we 
poshed the sick van back to check out of 
the country. We were now officially in 
'WmanVland"i the len miles ahead would 
bring us to the Libyan border and Customs, 

Our immediate problem was to find a 
place to cat and, if possible, sleep.

The flat wis npadous and clean, hut the 
night turned into a nightmare. After a meal 
of spaghetti Ixjlogoaise, whirli we cr»oked 
in ihr flat, our two Arab ho.ib( hailed their 
friends woo came bden with boxes of whisky 
and beer, prepared to make a long nij;ht of 
il 

We were lired, io after dinner and a 
eouple of drinks vve slipped oil mie. by tme 
for a hot ImUi iind hed. There were not 
quite enough beds to go round, so the last 
had a place on the floor. But we were 
not yrt rid of our hosTfi. 

They had left, hut all had keys, One by 
line they crept back in, a I inking round 
corners and blithering like snakes along the 
Ronr. We took it in turns lo chase them 
■ »ul. Pyjamas Rapping, the hoy s chased 
then i through the building and into the 
streets. 

Until dawn we sat hidden behind the 
window-curtain*, guarding our car ajid The 
entrance to the building, ihr moon playing 
fanciful tricks On the courtyard below. 

Si ill unsure how long we wouJd have to 
stay in Tobruk, Sandy. Denita, and I wem 
Nhcippuag for fund in the morning, and A.i 
I had just washed most of my clothes I 
clipped cm a swimming costume and blouse. 
I was nnt Mjitably dre^ed For chopping in 
Tin- Arab maikeis, so atayed in the ear in 
w^it For [lie others. 

Our presence had not escaped the beady 
eyes of the passing natives. A big burly 
Arab approached the car and suggested 1 
go with him^ — an invitation I was quick to 
refuse. He then told rue lo accompany him 
in the police elation.

Nol knowing who he was, I locked the 
car until my two Australian friends re- 
turned, which they soon did when they 
noriced a crowd gathering. We headed for 
home, grazing a ear or two in our hattc 
DO the way. We had not been iiiajdc more 
than five minutes when there was a knock 
at the door — the same burly Arab plus a 
r,ra of police behind. 

1 had snubbed the Sergeant-General, he 
being out of uniform, and 1 wtls to ofTic ially 
accompany him to the station for renting 
arrest and for indecent exposure! 

One of the boys came with me, hut 
when we met the chief of police behind 
his cloned doors, he decided to sec us all 
together. When our full number w^s 
assembled we were let off lightly with a 
lecture on the customs of Libya — csper ially 
I lie way we should dress. Our earb nhould 
he oedt to knee at the very least, 

Returning from ihr police station, we met 
the owners of the apartment, who told Ul 
ihHt we must leave within the hour. Bags

in I j ;uilL we tonlerred with a grocery-store 
manager, and found another place to live, a 
flat with 12 beds, none too clean and 
without water or electricity when we 
arrived, but nevertheless a roof over our 
heads, 7*he lights came on later in the 
evening ittfl when our supply of candles 
was running dry. We cooked a meal in the 
rest iiu runt khrhejis below, and carried buc- 
kets of water from another section of the 
building, so all was well. 

Nest day we said goodbye to Tobruk, 
leaving the rar mechanic $150 richer, and 
headed into the Iabyan Desert. Hoi. slicky, 
and dirty T we travelled for days, and found 
little comfort at night. 

Our stomachs at timet rebelled against 
the strange foods, and die Arab people con- 
stantly crowded around us like bees to a 
honey-pot. But none of us would have 
missed one single second of it* Never a 
day went by without sonic nei> adventure, 
and there was always a medley of camels, 
dogs, and donkeys tu sing m to sleep, 



kJO we came to Benghazi. An 
old city, much of il in disrepair, this must 
he the end of the earth, with its heat and 
filth. A port town, it is in Cyrenaica, the 
eastern part of Libya, and with Tripoli is 
one of die country's iwo capitals. 

We had a friend Ihcre to look up, an 
Egyptian girl v.e had met while skiing in 
Switzerland, who was on holiday at home 
with her parents. We found ihcir home on 
the outskirts pi the towit — one bright spot 
in this city, with *umpiuous Indian carpel* 
and treasure* of ihe Bast. The family 
kindly offered bed* lu four of the group, 
and the rest of us returned to town. 

Siuing down to a cool drink, we spoke 
to a cOuple nf British pilots who worked 
for an oil company in Itengha/i. They 
both had flats in one of the few modem 
buildings in the cily, and room to spare 
to house us all for the nighL 

Next day we registered at the Cusioms- 
house, checked the tars at a garage, and 
early afternoon saw us ready to leave. The 
sun disappeared behind rhc clouds and a 
pern liar red haze began sweeping toward 
us — we were abmii to witness our first sand- 
storm, 

Ihe wind hosvlcd and the. uecs bent 
double against the force of the storm. 
Visibility was reduced to an arm's length, 
and, even ii trine inside the protection of 
the car, ihe sand found Its way into every- 
thing. The surrounding hills or dunes 
changed their shape as the wind wb fcjoeo 
the <and across the desert. 

Wfth headlights on full beam, we crawled 
aloiiu the road until the storm abated, We 
were fifty miles out of Benghazi when the 
van kept slipping out of fourth gear. We 
limped bark for anmher night there and 
more repairs on the morrow. 

At the workshop ihe besi the mechanic* 
could do was attach a spring to ihe gears 
to hold them in pla<e, and by noon we 
were off again. We kepi on the road until 
the early hours of the morning. The spring 
broke and we made our way slowly in third 
Hear The desert sand hjv 40ft and warm

Saturday was one. nf the hottest days 
yeu It was impossible to drive for long. 
/Allen was a good place to itop for a few 
hours and lunch. On the ocean we found a 
beach with grass shacks along its shores 
Where wc could rest out of the sun. 

The cars didn't want to leave the place, 
lioih were bogged in the sand when the 
time came for us to leave, and a good deal 
of pushing and pulling with local Arab 
help was required lo get them out. 

After another stunt while on the road we 
were ready to stop again at Leptis Magna 
to look at some well-preserved ruins. Whole 
amphitheatres were almost intact, and rows 
of columns, steps, and statues were perfect 
symbols of the Reman era. The remainder 
of the day was □ peaceful one lying in 
the shade ul the trees with cool drinks, 
listening to the waves trashing agaiiml ihe 
cliffs. 

Wc were in Tripoli for dinner— a beauti- 
ful modern city with tree-lined streets and 
rool courtyards, busy with sidewalk cafes 
and restati ranis. 

With the official red tape tied and our 
forms filled in. we drove on to the ^no- 
man's-land" between the Libyan and Tuni- 
sian borders, and began lo look for a likely 
spot to sleep. 

We stopped the rari, peering into the 
darkness. Suddenly the night became even 
darker. A great hairy face, soft demure 
eyelashes shading its enormous eyes, nuzzled 
our headlamp, The beast raised its head .md 
our car seemed lost under its giant body, 
which passed over us. 

Wc had driven straight into a herd of 
camels,, and wc sat motionless as the beasts 
found their way over, round, and past 
ihe cars, If we had stopped and left the 
cars just a few minutes earlier, we probably 
wouldn't have been left to tell the tale! 

It took a good three hours to be cleared 
ib rough Tunisian Customs the next morn- 
ing, and then we were on our way. The 
wind howled all day, whipping the sand up 
from the deseri, and we made few stops. 
We passed by fascinating little barreu desert 
towns. 

One, by the name of Medinine, could 
have been in the heart of Mexico, The 
native men score gWtt sombreros and gaily 
colored shawls, while the women's long 
dresses dusted the sandy roads as rhey shop- 
ped in a cenlral communal market. We 
dined hy the sea at Son*se, and were just 
about lo start again when the brakes gave 
run in the van. 



J.T was a couple of hour** driving 
lo reach Tunis the uexi afternoon. The 
countryside was gTcen with wealih and ihe 
city i I self a Parisian oasis. Wide tree -lined 
boulevardcs qniSl ihe city, where you can sk 
for hours in any of die outdoor cafes to 
enjoy ihe sun and life passing by.

ONE sign of this is that u society 
has recently been formed to bring 
together descendants of the First 
Fleeter^ now scattered to every comer 
of the continent, who sailed with 
Phillip and arrived m 1788, 

Another is the tremendous interest in the 
pas; few yean in facsimile editions of early 
xvorks about Australia which used to be 
unprocurable by ordinary reader* with 
ordinary amounts v \ money to spend on 
books. 

To coincide with this years Adrlaide 
Festival, the South Australian Libraries 
Board reproduced, exactly as they were first 
pi iiitcd in 1 789 and 1793, die account of 
Governor Phillip's "Voyage to Botany Bay" 
And Captain John Hunter's "Historical 
Journal of the Transactions at Port Jack- 
son and Norfolk Island" 

The tides arc dry enough, hut spend 
even ten minutes with either of the volumes 
and it's easy to imagine the wonder and the 
fascination with which 1 8 in -century sub- 
scribers to the editions must have opened 
their copies to read abom this far and 
fabulous place. 

Much of the same sort of fascination, is 
there lor modern readers, fiow-it-all began 
stories are always irresistible, and now 
weVe been here long enough to know what's 
what, (he physical de^iptiuns of things, 
and the beautiful, and often wildly inaccur- 
ate, drawings are fascinating 

Soon men wiU be sending back the same 
sort of first impressions from the moon, leav- 
ing it for tater travellers to set the record 
straight. 

Captain Hunter observed 
a mixed-up lot of animals 

rTUfE animals and birds, naturally 
* enough t gave the first visitors lots 
of trouble, Hunter, a keen observer 
and a persuasive writer, but no natura- 
list, on ubffcrving that Australia had a 
number of auiutah with pouches like the 
kangaroo's concluded that "it would appear, 
from the great similarity in some part or 
other of the different quadrupeds which we 
find hrtc, lhat there is a promiscuous inter- 
course between the different scaes of all 
those different animals. 

l, lTie same observation might be made 
also on the lishes of the sea, on the fowls 
of the air, and, 1 may add, the trees of the 
forest." 

Well, it was one way of explaining a lot 
of queer creatures and plants lhat didn't 
fit any of die known European classes. He 
went on to describe in till ct and stingray with 
sharks* heads. 

A Lieut. Waits told him about a savage 
Iffin. shark of staggering ferocity, for "after 
having Lain on the deck for two hours, 
seemingly quiet, on Mr. Watt's dog passing 
by, the shark sprung upon u with all the 
ferocity imaginable and seized it by the 
lt-g; nor could the dog have discnaged him- 
v*)f had not the people near at hand come 
lo his assistance,™ 

Many of (tie plania were tricky, too, aiid 
whrn ihry tried to eat them, without iirat 
finding out how ihe Aborigines prepared 
thrrn, ihry tuflcrrd i ramps and iickness 
and spasms which look even more horrifying 
in J H< h rrnmi j spelling as "Violent fpafms, 
Ctxmpi in the bowels, and fuknefs nf the 
fioinarh." 

In hoih jmirnals, but particularly in 
Hunters, there are long and absutbing 
accounts of their relations with the 
Aborts ma I population. Phillip's goodwdl and 



patience and sense were endless, but the 
vame wasn't true, naturally enough, ol many 
Of the soldiers and the eon vices. 

Hunter has a grisly account of Govemar 
Phillips cflurts to run back to the boat after 
he'd been speared, holding up a 20ft. spear 
that had passed right through his body and 
kept digging into the rrrnirnd and stopping 
him. 

Hut wfun the spear had been removed 
and ih* wound dressed, Phil tip decided that 
i he whole, thing had been due in one man's 
momentary impulse, and went back to his 
habit of approaching with empty hands 
extended to show lhat he carried neither 
weapons nor grudges. 

Bennelong arranged a 
carithberie for the Governor 

WITHIN a short time there were 
a number of Aborigines on 
speaking terms inside the settlement, 
and they were being taught English, 
while some of the officers were com- 
piling a dictionary of the local tribes* 
language. 

lilt first, Ara-ua-rioo, was taken hy force, 
but settled down quite happily. The next 
rwo were children, A-ba-roo, a grrl of about 
13, and Nan-ber-ry, a boy of about nine, 
who were found alone in a cave, desperately 
ill wilh smallpox in | He 178B epidemic 
which Phillip believed the while men must 
have brought to the country, but Hunter 
thought was an endemic disease because, of 
the vast number nf Aborigines who had it- 
Trie Lwo children wrrc nursed back to 
health by Surgeon White, and lived happily 
in the settlement until they were old enough 
to want to find mate* r 

Ara-ba^ton, the first man, died from 
smallpox. Later Co^aJ-by (about 35) and 
hVna-lanjsr (about 2 r > — we know him 
belter as Bennetong) were brought to the 
.settlement and clothed and fed and guarded 
and allowed to escape. They came back at 
the Governors invjtattun, and between thern 
supplied an enortnuus amount nf the firsi 
information about Aboriginal life. 

Bennelong arranged for his tribe to per- 
form what Captain Hunter called a carib- 
heric, perhaps the first rime ever thai tahiie 
men jaw the Aborigines dance. 

For Phillip and his men shelter was the 
first problem. Il was February, and it rained 
and rained. (Who say* the climate has 
rhanged?) The Governor had a not 
altogether waterproof hut of timber and 
canvas brought out fnr him on the ship, 
bin the others had nothing until ground 
could be cleared and trees felled. 

Within a few weeks of the landing Phillip 
liati made the plan of his town, with the 
"principal street" 200fL wide, otheT streets 
traced jo as to allow a free circulation of 
air, and allotments of tjflfi. x 150ft "ihould 
the town be still Further extended in 
future." 

In those initial months there wasn't much 
feeling of permanence. Of the 208 officers 
and men of Use Garrison who were asked 
what they wanted to do when their three - 
year service was up only nine (five officers, 
one NCO, and three privates) said they 
would choose to remain in NJi.W. 

Many muM have (hanged their minds 
later, but who would have believed that 
the town would have been "extended" quite 
a* it has, that so many other cities and 
Ukvm would have fallowed, and that 170 
yean later theie journals would have been 
faithfully reproduced, by Australian crafts- 
men an Australian-made paper.

How to make the most of what you 

hmjt 

Permanendy pleaird terylcne skirts are a 
real bargain. Tbey wash and are comfort- 
able and smart to wear. You can shorten 
these, but you must have the correct waist 
meaMirements. The pEr^ats won't hang 
pfopeely if you alter this. 

To shorten: Unpick wai*lband t remove 
slide umiener. Cut off limQnfrt required 
from top of skiru but leave | in. for setting 
hack in band. L'npkk side seam until you 
can fit tn the slide fastener, tar.k it in, then 
ease skirt back into waistband, tacking as 
you go. Jf yo« haven't a machine, hue sew 
with double thread. 

If a dress tx too long, first check that the 
waist is right for you. If it comes too low, 
unpick all round, then pin up again as 
before. Try on, and take what you need 
off bodirr «»ly. Tack, then sew- lie care- 
ful to match bodice and skirt darts as 
before. 

If the waisi is ioo small, let out the 
darts in skirt and bodice until it fits. This 
can only be done on a fairly new garment 
or the alteration will show. 

& garment too large round bins or bust 
can be taken in at the side seams. 

Skirts into curtains 

Vol will mid gaily printed cotton skins, 
pleated all round, at most sales; unpicked, 
these give from i{ to 4yds, — enough for 
a diift Be sure the length, waist to hem, 
is wide enough to fit your bust and hip 
measurements. 

These skirts alw make attractive cut- 
tains — so measure your windows before 

you go, 

Woollen skirts of the same style (NOT 
permanently pleated) make shifts to wear 
over jumpers in winter. 

Full- leu gdi evening dresses or lovely 
materia often go quite cheaply, and if you 
are not very tall you could cut a straight 
dress from The skin alone. (1 have made 
glamorous cushion rovers from these 
dresses, too.) 

Now to the woollies counter: 

Those big, sloppy, out -of -shape jumpers 
which look as if they have only been 
washed once and then fussed out in 
despair, unwound will yield over a pound 
of almost new wool for the price of 2otl 

If the jumpers are knitted in thin ply, 
I knit two wools together and get an 
attractive, thick, two-color garment. 

A word of warning i Some garments have 
the appearance of a handknit, but if you 
turn them inside out you will find they 
have been cut out like materia] and 
mar bin rd u^ethcr . . . useless for 
nnwiiiding. 

And I know you would never buy hard 
or felled woollies! 

Before yon leave the jumble sale, take a 
peep at the hats, even if you never wear 
one I have found some lovely trimmings 
on these tm-cent bargains. 

Out was a black velvet ribbon 
embroidered with jet beads, which 1 wear 
when T pile my hair up in the evening; 
and onrc I found two beautiful rhinestone 
ornaments tucked under a bunch of 
feather*. 

As you go out, walk right past the shoe 
counter or you'll be asking for foot 
trouble.

FEEDING 
THE BABY 



These are the times of day when you should sit down, cuddle the baby to you, or 
relax. It is good for you both — all the books say so — so don't be done out of 



BREAST-FEEDING is recom- 
mended by all authorities on 
child care. I recommend it also, not 
only because of its benefits for the 
baby, hut because of same of its less 
wcll-rccogniscd benefits for a mother. 

tf you can breast-feed, you ace lucky. 
U will provide you with an almost fool- 
proof excuse for not doing all sorts of 
tiresome thing* yon dislike, and for doing 
pleasant things you enjoy. 

Think about it! You can simply rii, 
warm and quiet and contented, for hours 
every day. If you arc really fortunate 
nnd have a slow feeder, there can be 
month* when you ipend time curled up 
in a com fur table chair, feeding and 
cuddling the baby, sipping dlreugdtening 
beverages* reading, or working crossword 
puzzles with one hand. 

This is very pleasant, even with the first 
baby* but u is absolute bliss with the 
second, third, fourth, fifth, and all the 
rest! Babies need the loving security of 
being held and fed in their mother's 
aims, and a treat deal of close physical 
contact with a mother who is relaxed 
and accepting. This mean* you! 

When you arc breast-feeding, absolutely 
tiu oue should be allowed to criticise you 
for leaving the beds unmade or the floor 
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muwept. If criticism due* come your 
way, you dv'uld remain unmoved. What 
kind of inhuman, unfeeling crank could 
possibly put a tidy bouse ahead of an 
infant** most bask needs, -anyway? 

But you rnuKt do your part and re- 
member to stay in that chair. Don't ever 
begin the practice of wandering about the 
house, holding your feeding baby in one 
anil, and stacking dishes, dusting, or 
emptying ashtrays with your free hand. 

This insidious liabil usually begins on 
one of those days when you have fallen 
behind on everything. Tin* temptation to 
do some picking up, at least before your 
husband arrives home, becomes overwhelm- 
ing. You must resist! 

if you allow yourself to feed die baby 
in this unsatisfactory manner even once, 
yuu *ill find equally pressing reasons for 
doing k again — and again. The rest 
of your family will greet with glee this 
evidence of your ability to feed and do 
other things at the same time. They will 
increase their demands, and soon everyoue 
will take it for granted that you can nurse 
the baby this way all the time. 
Before long you will find yourself mow- 
ing the lawn, bottling apricots, and chang- 
ing .dtccb, n\\ With one hand, while (he 
baby weighs down your other arm. Those 
restful hours in the old armchair will be 
gone! 



You muat remember that the only way 
lo feed a baby properly is lu be Culllfort- 
ablc, relaxed, and quiet youiseif, Js ic 
possible to be relaxed while scraping a 
ditty egg plate with one hand? Of 
course not. 

Well then, it is up to you to convince 
the rest of the family that for a few 
mouths, feeding the new baby is your 
primary responsibility. Everything else 
around the house must come second. 

There arc a few women to whom an 
orderly, ivelbkcpt huuae is a necessity. 
Unlike most of us, they cannot he satis- 
fied with a reasonable degree of neatness, 
and shrug off the rest. 

Lf you are like this, no amount of 
advice lo overlook the house wdl work 
for you because you simply can't over- 
look it You must seek other solutions to 
avoid skimping on the baby's feeding 
hours. 

See juKt what is nmst necessary for 
your pe.irc of mind. Perhaps maintain- 
ing a spotless kitchen and bathroom will 
allow you Lo relax about other duties. 
Maybe delegating more chores to your 
older children, or merely sending all of 
your ironing out for a while, will give 
you the additional time you need tu keep 
your house the way you like tt, and still 
have time for restful feedings. 

"Whether you accept your temporary 



limitatiuns as a housekeeper or iruisi on 
surmounting them does not ma: fa 
up a corner, jusi for you, complex with 
soft chair, cushions, handy taMi for 
books, ashtrays coffee cup, and I jOV. 

Remember, there will be very fev thru* 
in your entire life as a mother wlvn yotl 
will have an irreproachable re;t n for 
just sitting, so you should certain! make 
the most of them. 

Another excellent thing about -mean, 
feeding is that nursing every tmv houn 
makes it virtually impossible to lake on 
civic duties. Indeed, there is n-i, 
anything you can do except U tha'; 
baby. 

Work nut a standard sentence and prac- 
tice the subtle voice inflections. ttXlld 
go something like this: +t Why h. nue 
of you to think of mel I wish rauld 
help out, but I am feeding the baby, 
you know/' 

Dooe properly, your tone will onvej 
gratification, regret, the impticau i ihut 
you wouldn't dream of giving ytabj 
less than your all to the baby. 

Now let* Jiuppose that you ar- 'rcafl- 
feeding your hairy and you do warn ta p 
out dancing or play bridge or even 
serve on a particular committee if you 
are sensible, you will have — quietly, 
when there was no one around to jp)

The insidious thing about bottles is 
their hji 'dines*. You cannot prop a breast 
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up in the baby's crib, nor hand ii and 
i he baby to someone else for a feeding 
while you oxik dinner. A Lottie you can, 
and the temptation to do so increases 
with the number of your children. Try 
to hold out. 

The only real advantage a bottle may 
have over the breast is the delightful 
possibility that you can convince your 
hnsband to do one of the night feed- 
ing*. This doeiaVt work with most hus- 
bands, so don't count on it. 

There are two things you must keep 
in mind when seeking feeding peace* First, 
you don't want your other little ones to 
feel pushed aside while you are curled 
up in your chair cuddling the baby- 
Second, you must be careful that your 
efforts to include the other children don't 
become so tedious pud demanding that 
you are more exhausted lhan rested when 
feeding time is over* You are aiming 
for peace and quiet for yourself, and 
different mothers may find this in dif- 
ferent ways, 

If ynu enjoy reading stories aloud, fine, 
but if repeating for the 920th lime 
"Quackers the duck went splashy splash!" 
makps you feel like throwing "Quarters 
the duck 1 ' clear across the room, don't 
read aloud. There are other ways. 

Put a mid-morning snack on the tabic 
by your rhiiir for everyone to nibble 
while you nurse. 

Often, little girls like to feed their 
dolls a bottle while mother feeds the 
baby, or to draw endless pictures while 
you are right there to admire each one. 

If you have a run-about two-year-old 
who can hardly wait until ynu are trapped 
in one place so that he can disappear 
into another part of the house and 
annihilate himself, drastic coun term easu res 
are necessary. 

You don't want in have to leap up every 
two minutes to run and sec what new 
terror George has uncovered. 5d do 
your baby feeding in a roorct you can 
Close off. Put a hook high up on the 
door, and lift George up to lock it before 
you start the feeding (when you are fin- 



ished, he can be the one to unhook it). 

For a chiid who does nol sit still very 
long (if ever) it is a help to have a 
few things that he plays with only at this 
particular hour. A very simple, inexpen- 
sive child's record-player which he can 
run himself may be good; or a broken 
clock that still has knobs to turn and 
hands to move; or an old earners thai 
riakes clicks; or a box of discarded 
books which can be laid out in rows for 
toy cars to run on. 

A slightly older girl may like to tidy 
your dresser drawers or jewellery box, 
or sort out the buttons in your sewing 
basket. 

The afternoon feed should fee 
the most peaceful one 

None of these suggestions may work 
for you, but one or two may give you 
ideas to try out. Remember, there is 
no reason why you need to be totally in- 
volved in any of these activities. You 
are there to smile, to admire, to talk 
now and then. Mostly you relax. 

The most peaceful feeding of the day, 
if your other children are at school or 
still lake naps, should be the afternoon 
one. Even children too old to sleep will 
often lie down for an hour Juuking at 
picture books if you have made this a 
routine. 

Getting everyone settled at the same 
time will leave you free to relax wjih a 
cup of tea, the baby, and maybe a murder 
mystery or last right's paper. 

Sometimes you many want to make 
this an extra cuddle time for another 
child who needs it. A neighbor started 
giving her baby afternoon feeding on her 
own double bed, with her high-strung 
three-year-old tucked in on her other side 
for his nap. 

He lilted the whole idea of being allowed 
to nap in her bed, with her and the 
baby, and she felt happier and closer 
to hiui, having this afternoon cuddle. 

The worst hours of the day to feed a 
baby (or to do anything, far that mat- 



ter) are when the chddren start trailing 
in from school, dinner is being cooked. 
Daddy is arriving from work, dinner b 
being eaten, homework done, baths taken, 
and younger ones put io bed. 

"Hie baby is hardly ever co-operative 
enough ro stay full and quirt through 
die whole ordeal, but you can try to 
work him around to a feeding which 
wont conflict with the worst of the 
evening confusion. 

There may be a brief span of relative 
quiet while dinner is cooking and the 
children are watching television, during 
which you can feed, him, or a period 
after dinner and before bediime when 
your husband can cope with the rest of 
rhr family. Still, this is bound to be 
your least restful feeding. 

As your husband can give a l a.m. 
bottle, so he can {this is hearsay; it cer- 
tainly never happened to me) gel up, 
change ihe baby, and bring him to you 
for the 2 ami. feeding. 

Unfortunately, this devoted assistance 
is more likely to be in evidenre with Lhe 
first or even second baby, when you don't 
actually need it so murh. 

It is much more satisfactory to con* 
vince yourself that feeding the baby is 
your job, and not anticipate any help. 

So the day ends. During the past 24 
hours you nave had to feed the haby 
three to eight times. If you are Mncercly 
determined to develop yourself into the 
right kind of haphazard mother, you 
will have made as many of those times 
as possible pleasurable and refreshing. 

You will not have sat noticing cobweb* 
and fingermarks, reeling frustrated and 
inefficient, and begrudging the time which 
feeding fakes. 

Instead, you will have thought about 
how nice and soft babies are, what a short 
lime they stay small, and how many years 
die re are in which to sweep floors, and 
clean woodwork. 

Then you will be able to look forward 
io all the feedings coming tomorrow as 
hours of warm comfort scattered through- 
out another confusing day.

GETTING UP AND 
GOING TO BED 



Children bote going to bed, and only tike getting up 
whan YOU wont to sleep in; but parents can crib 
that bit of extra sleep or privacy if they PLAN it. 



JJAVE you ever known this child? "He 
awakens slowly, usually between eight 
and tiinr, ;md plays happily in his crib 
[ion an hour or so, ontil his mother antfyta 
l » loilel him." This ii> ihc saint child 
that "engages m happy play alone in his 
room with the door closed," and 1 would 
dearly love ro meei him. 

He- may exist somewhere, but not in my 
house My ■ hildren wake up with such 
exubtr;irice thai nnv is stunnefl by th? 
shockw^ves. My first reaction i? to poll the 
pillow over my head and tell myself that 
they are all a horrible dream, which will 
fadtt. 

1 detest l>ediimrs, like most mothers but 
get ting- up times are worse. If I happen 
to have a uahy , he. wakes up shrieking for 
attention, soaking wet, malodorous. 



If I have a toddler, there is no question 
nf ■ 'happy play in the crib*' until t get 
n round to toileting him, I have to move 
fast, or there is no rx>int m moving ;it all. 

School -age children race here and there 
searching for lost shoes, putting dirty shirts 
un back to front (they think Lhat you won't 
notice the spots), sobbing about homework 
ihey have only now remembered, and wav- 
ing incomprehensible papers in my face 
which must be signed right now. 

Teenagers ehher wander in a trance= 
like to$, looking pale and distracted, 
mumbling French verbs, or they wakr up 
in a fever of activity, play the record- 
phyrr at full blast, flam drawers, drop 
books, and fling themselves out of ihc 
door* leaving in incir wake a moaning, 
gibbering mother who need* two hours and 



six cups of coffee ro grope her way back 
to sanity. 

Of course this is my fault. I am a 
very poor early-riser, lo put it kindly. 
I am disoriented, untu-ordjnated. and 
cranky, and my children take every advan- 
tage of my feeble condition. I sincerely 
envy women who skip out of bed wilh 
the first twinge of the alarm 1 comb thcii 
hate, put on lipstick, and sing gay songs 
while the)' fry the bacon I 

Weekends are the most disappointing. On 
these mornings you cnuld sleep in p only 
no one will let you! For years all my 
babies would adapt to having thrir first 
morning feed at the reasonable hour of 
eight even- day. rxrtpi on Saturdays and 
Sundays, when they threatened me loudly 
with in m ant starvation at 5.30. 
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Stay in bed white the children get off to school — if you can organise it. 



GETTING UP, GOING 

TO BED 1 continued 

Children who have to be prised out of 
bed on schooldays show a remarkable 
enthusiasm for watching the sun come up 
at weekends 

I don't have any ready solution* for 
early -ming children, or J would he in 
bed right now, bin I have found a few 
things that help. 

If you have babies and toddlers, you 
must be up, suice they mustn't wander 
about the house on their own. but if there 
atrr one or two older children capable of 
keeping an eye on the smaller mica, there 
are way* of sneaking that exit a hour or 
two of weekend slumber. 

Make sure that there is food in the 
house so they can make their own early 
breakfast. You ran have a big family 
break fasl Later, but the children wilt be 
better able to endure the wait if they 
have had some fruit or juice, toast, and 
cold cereal ahead of time. 

It is helpful, once their stomach* have 
been taken care of, to keep a shelf of 
toys and games which they play with only 
on weekend morning*. 

A lew jig-saw puiirles, games which take 
time tO play, Hkr Monopoly or Scrabble, 
for the older children, color crayons and 
one or two "special* 1 color books, and a 
few quiet toys will keep youngsters busy 
for a while, if they are a weekend privilege 
only, put away for the rest of the week 

Something else that works well on Satur- 
day! is a ict of chores for each of the 
children, which they know must be tackled 
as soon as you get up. If they are 
anxious enough to delay these, they may 
be terribly considerate and let you sleep 
for hours. 

Weekday mornings are a different 
matter. The chitdrcn have to get up, eat 
breakfast, get dressed, and get to school 
on time, somehow. Tf you can manage 
this from bed, I am all for tt. Some women 
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are natural If early-riser*, and some hus- 
bands prefer to have ihejr wtvCt ^c: up 
and make breakfast, but this is by no 
meant universal 

If you are the sort of woman who sits 
in a coma-like trance, clutching a cup of 
coffee, until nine or ten o'clock in the 
morning, there isn't much point in getting 
up early. You might as well lie sleeping. 

How you feel about getting up with 
school-age children is also up to you, Many 
mothetl would feel dreadfully guilty if 
they did not call their children in the 
morning, prepare their breakfasts, help 
them get ready for school, and see iIkiu 
otr before they It: ft. If this is the way 
you like 10 do it, and it doesn't put too 
much strain on you, then this is the best 
way — but it is not essential 

Mothers who have to work at night or 
mothers who are up a great deal with a 
baby soon find that srhnul-agr children 
can manage quite well by themselves in 
tiie morning*,, with some organisation the 
night before. 

There arc easy breakfasts that children 
can make for themselves. School lunches 
can be prepared in the evening, or the 
children can draw from a supply of small 
change for lunch money. Clothes, books, 
and homework can all be laid out at night. 

All the children have 
morning Jobs tq do 

So there is no reason to feel that yew 
mint get up with your older children re- 
gardless of the circumstances. You can 
alwavs arrange to give them added at tril- 
lion at another time— when each comes 
home from school in the afternoon, lor in- 
stance. 

1 have never really been able to sleep 
past the point when my older children left 
for school, because I have always had a 
little one who needed supervisions but I do 
manage to wake up slowly and face the 
day from my lied until the older one* 
have disappeared through rhe from door. 
The lewiiigers In tug mr> ,i * tip *.if coffee, 



usually the current baby joins me for hii 
morning feed, and the primary-schoolers 
wander in and out telling me about their 
plans for the day + I have a chance to say 
goodbye, to each and cheek to see that 
they are wearing the proper number of 
shoes And sweaters. 

All my children has-e morning jobs. One 
empties the dishwasher. One clears the 
break f as* table. One picks up in the 
living-room and makes coffee. One rarries 
id I the dirty clothes down to the laundry, 

By the time the Jast boy is out uf the 
dour, I am ready to stagger forth with the. 
Utile ones and make their breakfast. This 
arrangement works well for me, but the 
point is to find a plan that does work 
well, without worrying about whether or 
not tl lis is rhe nay other mothers do it, 
Families are all different, and they all 
run on different timetables. 

Bedtime also must be flexible for ui- 
dividual families. Generally let children 
go to bed earlier on school nights than at 
weekends, but it is not always sensible to 
have the hour rigidly fixed. A child who 
has spent an exhausting Saturday at the 
aoo may need to go to bed earlier than 
on a school night. He will be less apt to 
argue the matter if bedtime is when you 
say it is, rarher rhan by the clock. 

A child who has an unusually long nap 
may simply not be. ready for bed at the 
regular time, a child who has missed his 
nap may feel sleepy by six. As in most 
situations with children, let circumstances 
be your guide. 

Some children need more sleep than 
others. Even in the same family, an alder 
child may need to go to bed before a 
younger one — a teenager who is growing 
rapidly and is in many activities, wears 
himself out before a four-ycar-uld who still 
takes a nap. 

It can be difficult to persuade an active, 
stimulated, ojdei child that he should go to 
bed, but if you feel lhat he is oven i red, 
the fact Lhat you set the bedtime, and in- 
sist on the right to be flexible, can work 
to your advantage. 



Some parents of an only child gn- iKtf 
the habit of Jetting him stay up a* long* 
they do. But parents do need tim. t\ imr . 
together in the evening, and whrh efljjj| 
number two arrives, the adjustment u,j]l

Younger children to 
stay up as late as the older ones. "] , 
can't go to bed yet— they haven't tinittwl 
their homework .

CHILDREN SAFE 



When Hie/re young, it is simply o matter of keeping an 
eye on them ALL the time; and when they're older of 
gauging when is the right time to allow more freedom. 



THROUGHOUT childhood a mother's 
most demanding job i.\ of keeping 
her children safe. No one who has not 
had mi active, inquisitive baby can fully 
rea|lfe the perpetual attention such a child 
must have — not confirm Live attention, 
bui constant watchfulness, always knowing 
where he is. what he is doing. 

None of your children may tave pre- 
sented these particular challenges, but 
don't congratulate yourself yet. The next 
one may! 

First, there is the climber. 1 have a 
friend whose eldest son was an extreme 
example. He c caw led a! four mom hit. 
Soon he ivas ( limbing on in chair*, then 
n^ing them as a ladder to higher perches— 
from chair to dresser top to closet shelf — 
or from stool to kitchen bench to rrhig- 
era tor top. 

For two years Joyce spent much of her 
lime trying to keep him from breaking 
hi* neck falling from a six-foot bookcase, 
or be-in? crushed by a toppling chest. The 
moment he thought he was unobserved, 
off he would speed to tackle some new 
Everest.- This is the climber! 

Next we have thr mcsser. When a 
mother tays her baby U into everything 
sire probably means everything. While she 
ii in the kitchen, her baby is sitting in the 
ham room basin iiemirting shaving cream 
at the shower curtain. 

Mother cleans up the shaving cream, 
but baby has moved lo the kitchen and 
is fingci^ pain ting ihe walls wilfa mustard. 

I once lived next door to a baby whu, at 
18 months, mixed a whole rate— a dozen 
eggs, a sack of flour, a pound of butter, 
and several unidentifiable item* — in ihe 
middle of the living-room rug during the 
time it took her mother to wash her face, 
brush her teeth, and slip into a dress. 

Third, there is ihe traveller. This baby's 
stngle-minded ambition is to escape the 
stifling restriction* of home and yard. *

His opposite, the stealthy redskin, waits 
until mother is busy and then fades into 
another part of the bouse, where utter 
silence reigns This baby ts particularly 
nerve-rat kmg T roncc you arc constantly 
checking on him, only to find 1 nine times 
out of ten, that he is looking at a picture 
book or pJaying with his teddy hear. Bui. 
oh, that tenth time I 

The "messer" is only 
exploring his universe 

These children are not deliberately being 
naughty. They are simply trying out the 
world around them and finding it a 
marvellous place, full of things that spill, 
squirt, and shatter. 

Punishing the messer for squirting the 
shaving cream is useless because his 
memory is short and he won't remember 
the puniihment for long; and being 
punished for the shaving cxeam will noi 
he linked in his mind with the toothpaste 
or the spray deodorant, the ne*l things he 
plans to investigate. 

Troublesome as it is. a child needs to 



explore his universe, trying out all it con- 
tains, in order to develop an alert, active 
interest in UF*=_ 

The mother who brags that she has 
trained Greg never to touch anything is 
really saying that she has prevented C^reg 
from learning the things a hahy needs to 
learn and perhaps squelched his curiosity 
jboul life. 

RULE NUMBER ONE is keeping a 
baby safe: Nothing is out of reach 1 No 
shelf or cabinet or drawer U out of reach 
for ever. The baby who has been unable to 
turn the front doorknob will suddenly 
rnasirr the secret, and be out in the 
street; the baby who has shown no interest 
in unscrewing tops will just that once try 
it, and drink the bleach, 

Keeping poisons, medicine, and danger- 
ous uienstln locked up ts only the begin- 
ning. This, and putting things up high Or 
out of right, can never be a substitute for 
constant watchfulness. 

It means interrupting your own chores 
fifty thousand times a day to check and 
be certain t but this is a more fimdamental 
job for a mother than washing the dishes 
or sweeping the floors. 

Some children arc easier to train than 
others some are not as active or curinus, 
some have a longer attention span and can 
be relied on to sit and look at itory books 
for fairly length y periods, but a mother 
who counts on it is gambling with disaster. 

Some mothers (and their children! arc 
incredibly lucky. They ignore all the 
basic -rules of safety and still escape a 
tragedy. But you cannot be .turf you will 
be lucky. 

How often you read of some hroken- 
hearled mother saying^ "But he has always 
been so good about staying out of the 
street,'* or "I don't know how he got to 
that bottte, I put it oul of reach." 

These mothers were relying on a door, a 
gate, a shelf to keep their child safe. A 



mother must learn to rely only on h r own 
eyes and ears when her children arc yflmjy.

Parents of girls must make sure that 
their daughters have opportunities to 
develop independence, while parents of 
boys must not allow them loo much 
freedom simply because they are boys. 

It is never easy to be certain that 
decisions about your children are die light 



ones. Often they will be wrong, and 
always there it risk involved, but if made 
with your best judgment that is all you can 
do. Your children must understand and 
accept this, 

Never should yau permit those tiresome 
words, "Well, why can't I? Everyone else 
I know is allowed to do it!' 1 to influence 
you. It will turn out that "evervonc" is 
one other child, or that none of the other 
parents approves of the matter in question, 
and lire all being blackmailed the same 
way. 

Once you have, decided to let your child 
ride a hike three miles to the park, or go 
across town to a dancing lesson, or go 



ska ring with a group of friends, you are 
stuck with that decision. 

In your heart you know uW the bike is 
going to be hit by a car, your daughter 
is going 1 to get on the wrong bug, and 
the skater is going to break a leg. Ail 
these ihiugs can happen, hut they probably 
wont. 

Worrying about children is unroiu trac- 
tive- and exhausting. If you must worry, 
worry about the international situation, or 
something. It is unfair lo forbid a child 
to do a thing jusl because you can't face 
the hours of uncertainty you wiJl suffer, 
and difficult for your child to develop 
confidence in himself it it is obvious you 
have no confidence in him. 

So you must assume an attitude nf calm 
certainty that, of course, everything is 
going to be fine, and try to believe it.

J} ROT HERS and sisters sometimes seem 
to be born with one object in mind 
— to make each other y t lives as miserable 
as possible. 

Brief interludes of peace are shattered 
by bickering, sniping, mean looks, and out- 
right slugging matches. It is hard to say 
which kind o£ quarrel is hardest for a 
parent to endure, but my own vote goes 
to that interminable whine: >r ¥ou dldt 1 ' 
,l I dirl not!" "You did, tool" "I didn l!" 

Children's quarrels defy every law T of 
logic. For example, no child ever starts 
a fight. He only retaliates for something 
done to Mm. Any parent foolish enough to 
attempt to trace the chain of events will 
heac : *'He hit me!" 

"Well you trod on my toe on purpose!'* 

"I did not. You put your foot out to 
make me trip!" 

,L You were whistling in my ear!" 

"Well, you were looking at me funny. 
Mum, be was looking at me I flee lhaif" 

Since no one ever starts a quarrel, no 
one Li to blame for a quarrel. If you 
punish one, he will be deeply hurt. If 



you punish all those involved, they will 
all be misunderstood martyrs. Howls of 
l Tt's not fair!" echo around. 

Arguments among children do not have 
a sensible or fair solution {at least from 
their point of view), so any attempt a 
parent may make to be wise and impartial 
is wasted effort. 

A mother who spends most of her day 
listening to her children bickering and 
arguing is apt to Maine herself, and won- 
der why her youngsters seem to dislikc 
eacb other so much. 

It is a help to realise that this will pass, 
and that often the children who quarrel 
most find they have most in common as 
they grow older. 

Learning to close your ears to a back- 
ground of disagreement helps, too. Think 
about some thing else until you feel things 
have gone far enough, then say, "All of 
you be quier for half an hour/' sending 
each in a different direction to play. Much 
of what sounds like disagreement to a 
mother is only normal conversation to a 
child. Just because we would not talk to 



our fiiend* in quite that way doesn't mean 
that a child sees it in the iame light. 

In fai t, breaking up evrry .squabble be- 
fore it has a chance lo end of its own 
silliness is seldom a good idea. It is 
healthy and valuable for children to be 
able to express their frustrations with each 
other, thus getting them out of the way, 

Mark comes to realise that if he does 
something which angers Bobby, Bobby U 
not likely to feel friendly about helping 
Mark play with his electric train. The 
rewar&i of getting along with other people 
will outweigh the temporary pleasure of 
getting their goat. 

There is a difference between the quar- 
rel where honest grievances are aired and 
forgotten, and the bickering that goes on 
interminably without point. This can be- 
come a habit, until the children seldom 
have any exchange that is not unpleasant. 

Only a parent can tell which kind of 
quarrel is which, but while one should Hi- 
tolerated, the other shouldn't. If your

Have you and your husband been 
bickering in front of them? 

Does one child seem tu instigate the 
qttatrtb? — younger rhild trying ton hard 
to rompetr; older child upset at inc. 
attention the youngest seems to he getting? 

Are they getting enough sleep? Running 
0§ enough energy in active play, instead 
of endU-ssI y watching TV? 

C^nce yon have an idea of what may be 
hrhind ibe bickering, von ran attack the 
cause. Put a ban on quarrelling and enforce 
ir. The instant any one of your children 
says one word thai sonnrii disagreeable, 
forbid talking, or tell them they can only 
i.ill; if they can make it rhyme (this is 
utually vrv popular); nr insiir dial they 
rjdi do .i fhiHr they have been putting 
off — writing a thank-vou note, or drawing 
a picture h>i (fraud pa's birthday. Ke firm, 
mitke it .stick. 

Yen i will never be able to do away with 
all quarrrlbiu:. nor do you want to. but a 
ban, enforced Jot a Jew weeks, will break 
thr pattern of continual unpleasantness. 

Jt is rarely a good idem for a parent in 
take sides in a child's disagreement, or to 
punish one and not the others. Sometimes 
the "innocent victim" has committed some 
atrocity you know nothing about. 

When you dn step in, scatter sympathy 
:iiid blame i ndi.se riminately. 

"Y?\ Dong, it wasn't very nice for Ellen 
to yell at you, bin you should not have 
p laved with her Monopoly money, I don't 
kmc vou for being mad, Ellen, hut ymi 
know liiaf you arc supposed to keep yowr 
games pm away. 41 

This way. children fed yuu do at least 
see i heir point ol view.

Mother, of course, is (he person who 
mutt locate the mining animals, niim th* j 
injured ones, and nourish them all, since 
she is the only one who feels guilty if 
these things are not done. 

All children want pets, and all children 
lo« interest in their pets almost as soon 
a* they are acquired, unless some awful 
tragedy io the animal recaptures their 
attention. 

Amanda has barely noticed her two 
canaries since three days after she got 
them for her birthday, but let David's cat 
devour one and Amanda's sobs of anguish 
can be heard for miles. 
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It's comforting to have at least one friend who's a worse housekeeper than you are! 



Amid all this, we have to remember 
that our homes are to live in; not show- 
places m impress our neighbors, or photo- 
graphs in magazines. Homes belong to 
families, and families use and abuse them 
in their own special ways. 

Nor can we cut down nn the time and 
labor involved in keeping house by dis- 
couraging nur children's friends. 

The mother who is fussy and cranky 
about her hnuse. and does not welcome 
gucsTs can expect her children to spend 
their time in someone else's home — 
heavenly, perhaps, when ynur children 
are small, but how will you feel when 
you never see your teenagers, and have no 
idea where they are or what they are 
doing? 

Most of us keep house in our own way, 
and that way is neither very good nor 
very bad — and most of us know at least 
one friend whu Is a worse housewife than 
we are. In moments of discouragement we 
can tell ourselves; "Well t anyway, my 
house looks better than Esmeralda's 

Maintaining a home that utihHes her 
family require* a woman to evaluate their 
needs and her methods. Most husbands, 
for instance, are more aware of clutter 
than of The more hidden aspects of house- 
clraning. 

Always do the household 
chores your husband NOTICES! 

A wife may have worked hard to scrub 
ihe bedroom woodwork and windows, and 
wash, iron, and rehang sbc pairs of cur- 
tains — and her husband does not even 
notice, but is disturbed because there are a 
few toys on the living-room floor. 

ff untidiness upsets your husband, use 
much uf your effort keeping the house 
looking neat. Save the last hour of the day 
before he comes home to pick up and put: 
a way,

well, they will never believe their wives 
arc doing a proper job.

Evaluating our own methods of keeping 
house is often difficult. Over the years, 
each woman forms her own ways of doing 
her job, and our methods ran become so 
mechanical that we no longer think much 
about how we are working. 

Yet there may be letter ways of 
accomplishing our work. I was reminded 
of (his the other day when 1 was having 
coffee with a neighbor. There was a full 
glass of water silting right in the middle 
of her living-room rug. She went bark 
and forth through the living-room ten 
times, serving the coffee, coping with her 
children, and even picking up other things 

Each time, she automatically sirpped 
over the glass of water, but she never 
really saw it. In much the same way, we 
are afl likely to stop seeing our houses. 

We know they are there, and we deal 
with them automatically. Our homes, our 
work in them, become so familiar to us 
that wc are unable to see them from a 
fresh point of view. 

When f bear women complain about 
their dislike of housework — atid most 
of us do — I always think of a phrase 
my mother was fond of using: "You don't 
have to luYe iL You just have to do it!" 

No one does insist that we iikt house- 
work. We don r t have lo find it interesting, 
siimulaimg, or full of rewards — we just 
have to do it. 

Kerping house demands energy and 

organisation, but no matter how ch 

energy and organisation you bring to the 
job, your children will have even more 
energy, combined with a stubborn unwib 
lingness to let you organise them. 

You make up your mind to wash all the 
kitchen curtains and clean out a few cup- 
boards, and three minutes later your four- 
year-old overturns a patty pan full of wet 
sand in the oven, while your len-vear-old 
is spilling a can of apricots all over tht 
refrigerator.

Even if we cannot decorate oui houju,

We can try to understand otn wn 
families, and what they need and wot 
from us. We can try to make i-:r too 
happy places in which to live. Wc cm 
find reassurance in the fact thaJ even if 
we are less competent at our h ustwfiffc 
than half the women wc know, \\m prob- 
ably means we are more compe:tiu Om 
the other half! This is a good point far 
every woman to keep in mind
